To the Hon, A. L. Harris, Governor, Columbus, OhiQ. 

Dear Sir :— We herewith submit the twenty- fourth annual report of 
the Toledo State Hospital for the year ending November 15, 1907. 

The condition of the hospital during the year has been as good as 
at any time in its history. 

The per capita cost based on the daily average number of patients 
present in the institution during the year, and the amount drawn from 
the state treasury, except for repairs and permanent improvements, is 
$147.84. 

We have secured an option on 120 acres of land just west of the 
hospital grounds at $200,00 per acre, option to run until April i, 1908. 
There is a 60 acre strip of land lying between the present hospital 
grounds and the said 120 acres of land, but two good public highways 
pass through it, so that if it can lie Secured there will be no trouble in 
reaching it. The institution is very much in need of more land so 
that it may operate its own dairy as well as for the purpose of giving 
employment to many more patients, it being the policy of the manage- 
ment to furnish light employment to ail patients who are able and will- 
ing to work. Patients are not compelled to work, but those who are 
willing are encouraged to do so. Land near enough to the institution 
for its purpose is rising in value very rapidly and if the State wishes 
at any time to secure land it seems that this is the proper time. 

The population of the institution .has increased 50 in the last year, 
being now 1,853. 

A new building for the fire department has been built and equipped 
and is up to date in every respect. Four new porches have been built 
to cottages during the year. One cottage. No. 9, is now in the course 
of reconstruction. There remain yet three of the original cottages to 
be remodeled, and it is imperative that at least one of them be re- 
modeled next year. The Industrial Building is in a dangerous condi- 
tion and is too small for the present use of the institution, and should 
be replaced by a very much larger building. 

All. necessary appropriations asked, and the purpose for which they 
are desired are discussed in the report of the Superintendent to which 
we respectfully refer you. We have given very careful attention to this 
and nothing is asked that is not absolutely needed. 

The patients have been given the usual amusements, a dance on 
every Thursday evening during the year, a band concert on Tuesday 
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evening of each week during the summer and two or three ball games 
each week. 

Religious services have been held every Sunday during the year. 
We have a Catholic service every fourth Sunday by Father Herr of 
the Catholic Church. The other Sundays are occupied by Rev. Jen- 
nings and Rev. Love. 

We desire to call your attention to the amount realized from the 
farm and garden, which is $18,635.47. 

To Dr. Love and his corps of assistant physicians, to our Financial 
Officer, W. D. Wilcox, and to our storekeeper, Mr. Chas. W. Druitt, 
for their faithful and efficient services in keeping the institution up to a 
very high standard, we are sincerely grateful.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the Toledo State Hospital. 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor of presenting the Superintendent's 
report for the year ending November 15, 1907, it being the 24th annual 
report of the Toledo State Hospital. The following is a table showing 
admissions, re-admissions, discharges and deaths during the year: 
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1 749 













By referring to the above table it will be seen that there were re- 
maining at the end of last year 1,803 patients. There have been 449 
admissions, 80 of which were re-admissions, making a total number of 
patients under treatment 2,252 for the year. Of this number 99 were 
discharged as recovered, J12 improved, 36 unimproved, 5 were not in- 
sane and 147 died, leaving in the institution at this date 1.853 inmates. 

The daily average number in the hospital for the year was 1.749, 
which is 12 more than last year. 

The percentage of recoveries, based on number of admissions, was 
for men 20.67, women 24.02, total 22.31. The percentage of deaths, 
based on whole number under treatment, was men 7.35, women 5.44, 
total 6.52.

The per capita cost, base upon the daily average number of pa- 
tients in the institution and the amount disbursed, from all appro- 
priations (which includes all clothing), excepting for repairs and 

PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS IS $147.84. 

The health of the hospital has been excellent, no epidemics hav- 
ing occurred except last spring a case of small pox in our receiving 
ward in the hospital. A man, four days after admission, broke out 
with a suspicious eruption. Dr. Reinhart of the Toledo Board of Health 
and Dr. W. C. Chapman of the State Board, were called in at once and 
they pronounced the case small pox. The patient was immediately taken 
to the City Contagious Hospital, where he was cared for in an excel- 
lent manner. All of the patients and employees in the hospital were 
vaccinated and the building rigidly quarantined for seventeen days. No 
other cases developed. We wish to thank Dr. Reinhart and Dr. Chap- 
man for their action in the case and assistance rendered. 

During the past year we have built and constructed four new 
porches on cottages numbers 8. 9, 10 and cottage C, the porches being 
constructed of cement block, brick and cement and iron. This completes 
the porches on all the cottages and is a decided advantage to the pa- 
tients in the wards as well as an added beauty. At the present time 
we are remodeling cottage No. 9, tearing out the old plumbing, lava- 
tories and bath, and building a new stairway of slate and concrete, so 
that in case of fire there will be no trouble in the patients getting out. 

We have built several hundred feet of walks, part being made of 
cement and part of flag stone that we bad on band. Besides we have 
repaired several walks and driveways in the park. 

Owing to the settling of two of the walls in the foundation of cot- 
tage No. II, it was necessary to tear out the wall and also the founda- 
tion supporting it and construct a new one. The same thing will have 
to be done with cottage N next season. 

Within the past year we have built and equipped a new Fire De- 
partment house which is thoroughly up-to-date in every respect. The 
first floor we use for fire apparatus and the second we use for room- 
ing and living quarters for the plumbers and steamfitters. In case of 
fire at night these men are in the building and at all times ready to re- 
spond to a fire call. We also have a drying tower for the hose, which 
is supplied with heat, and the hose can be thoroughly dried in cold 
weather. 

When our annual report for last year was submitted the construc- 
tion of our Boiler Plant was under way. Shortly afterwards it was 
completed and is now in operation and giving the best of satisfaction. 
The Emergency Board allowed us $22,000 to install a new Boiler 
Plant. The entire new plant wTien completed cost $21,988.00. 

In order to insure against loss of heat through radiation and con- 
densation, we have covered with air cell asbestos covering 6,900 feet 
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of steam pipe. This will not only assist us greatly in our heating but 
will also reduce cost of same. 

In our Female Hospital we were badly crowded for nurses' quarters. 
In order to overcome this condition the third floor of the hospital was 
finished and five rooms and bath equipped to accommodate four nurses 
and two night watches. We are still in need of suitable quarters for 
nurses on the L building. These wards are occupied by our disturbed 
and violent patients. The attendants have their rooms in the wards 
where they work and at limes the patients are so disturbed it is almost 
impossible for the attendants to get their much needed rest. In time 
we hope to construct suitable quarters, where nurses, after their duties 
of the day are performed, will have a quiet place with home-like sur- 
roundings. 

The farm, and gardens for the past year have been Very productive 
considering the season. The products of the farm and gardens and the 
amQunt of hogs slaughtered amounted to $18,635.47. This is over $300 
better than last year, and we still have on hand more than 400 head of 
hogs. The market price of all farm and garden products has been 
figured at a low estimate. 

We now come to the .subject of our annual appropriations. As 
this institution is over 20 years old and the natural decay is beginning 
to tell, in order to keep things in good repair as they should be, it 
is necessary to ask. for special appropriations besides the regular funds 
needed for maintenance. 

We still have three cottages that are in bad condition and should be 
repaired as soon as possible. It is a great mistake to neglect these 
needed improvements. We therefore ask for $10,000 for the recon- 
struction of cottage No. 8. This cottage will be remodeled suitable for 
the infirm cases, because we are very much crowded in our infirm de- 
partment, as a large number of patients that we admit become chronic 
and on account of the extreme age of many of them, they are neces- 
sarily infirm. The repairing of this cottage will increase our capacity 
for caring for this infirm class. 

Our Industrial building is beginning to tumble down. Nothing 
has ever been done to this building in the way of repairs since its orig- 
inal construction. The foundations are giving away and the walls 
have cracked and in many places separated. It is absolutely necessary 
to tear the old building down and build a new one from the foundation 
up, the present old one being far too small for the requirements of the 
institution. We have gone very carefully into this subject and to con- 
struct an Industrial building suitable to our needs will require, at the 
least calculation, $12,000. Two years ago the legislature made an ap- 
propriation of $5,000 to repair the old Industrial building. We found 
that it was too far gone for repairs, and after submitting our plans and 
specifications to contractors for building a new one. we found that the 
appropriation was entirely too small. 
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l-'or tlie past several years tlio legislature has been requested tc 
(jratit an appropriation for land, building and equipment for a dairy 
to .supply the institution with milk. There is nothing so essential to a 
public institution of this character as land. Our farm consists of about 
365 acres, 97 acres of which are taken up by our grounds for buildings 
and rfcreation park, leaving alH)ut 265 acres for actual tillage. It is 
necessary for us to rent land at a high figure, in order to increase our 
farm ami garden facilities. At the present time we buy all of our milk, 
averaging atxiut 265 or 270 gallons per day. If we had more farm land 
for dairy inirimses, we could reduce the cost of our milk about one-half. 
This is a matter of great importance, because even with land at the 
price we would have to pay for it in the vicinity of the hospital, it 
would be a great saving to the state and pay for itself in a few years, 
besides giving employment to a large number of our patients. We 
have an option on a farm just west of us, consisting of 120 acres, which 
will cost the institution $200 per acre, besides it will require about 
$10,000 to build and construct barns, silos, etc., before we are ready tO' 
purchase the cows for dairy purposes. We feel that $34,000 should be 
appropriated for the farm and dairy. 

One of the greatest needs of the institution is a cold storage and' 
ice plant. If the hospital were able to properly refrigerate its meats, 
butter, eggs, etc., the saving to the state, at the least calculation, would 
be $3,500 per year. We could then take advantage of the market on 
commodities, prices of which fluctuate greatly at certain seasons of the 
year. From a sanitary standpoint this is badly needed. All the ice for 
the institution is obtained from the small lakes on the hospital grounds. 
These ponds are supplied with water from the canal, and as every one 
knows the water is not of the purest, and we are likely, at all times, to 
have an epidemic from this unwholesome water. To complete a plant 
necessary for our requirements, would cost in the neighborhood of 
$15,000 and this could, in five or six years, pay for itself in proper 
refrigeration of meats, butter and eggs alone. 

In view of the fact that our heating plant is centrally located, we- 
find it very difficult to heat the buildings at the extreme ends, which 
are 699 feet from the heating plant. The main steam line, leading 
from the boiler plant, passes in front of the cottages and hospitals and 
is then distributed to the various wards. On account of the large 
amount of radiation which has been added during the past 20 years, 
the present steam line is entirely too small to supply the demand made 
upon it at the extreme ends. This is caused by reducing the 10 in. 
main to 7 in., then to 6 in., then to 5 in. and then again to 4 in. This 
difficulty could be overcome by taking out the 7 in. pipe and replac- 
ing it with the 10 in., also taking out the 6 in. and replacing it with the 
7 in. pipe. This ali could be completed at the cost of $6,000. The pipe 
covering, labor and rebuilding duct will be about $2,500. The 10 in.. 
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pipe and fittings will cost about $3,500. This, we believe, will give us 
ample capacity for all time to come. 

We wish to install a new Coal Conveying and Storage equipment 
in connection with our boiler plant. This would consist of four steel 
coal poclcets, capacity of pockets 30 to 35 tons each, with eight 10 in. 
steel spouts 30 feet long, extending from the coal pockets to the stokers. 
This would keep all coal dust and dirt from our new boiler plant,, 
which is now exposed to all dust which arises from unloading coal. 
The estimated cost of coal pockets, spouts, elevator and elevator pockets, 
screen, conveyors and a lo-horse power motor and all other attach- 
ments necessary to complete this Coal Storage and Conveying system 
will be $6,500. 

On account of the increased cost of all repairing material, it will 
require for Ordinary Repairs for the coming year, $24,000. 

For the next year, at a close estimate, it will require $2,500 for 
Carpets and Furniture for the institution. We still have quite a few 
old wooden beds that we wish to replace with iron beds. 

Our Green House is far too small for its requirements. The 
tropical plants we have are crowded into very small quarters and are 
becoming destroyed for lack of room. There should be a conservatory 
built for these plants and the present old quarters be used for other 
flowers. To make this needed repair, it will require $3,000. 

Current Expenses for the coming year will necessarily, be larger 
than last year. We are gradually taking care of more patients every 
year, also salaries for nurses and attendants have been increased, which 
amounts to about $S,ooa a year extra. All articles for maintenance 
are increasing in price, and we estimatt that it will require $224,000- 
for the coming year for Current Expenses alone. 

The amount for Salaries of Officers will also have to be increased. 
Besides the Superintendent, Matron, Steward and Storekeeper, we have 
six physicians on our staff. According to law they receive $600 when 
they begin medical work and are increased $200 every year until they 
reach $1,200. All of our doctors have been here over three years and 
they are now drawing the limit of salary and we consider that it will 
require $12,000 to meet the Salaries of Officers and Trustees Expenses. 

The usual form of entertainments have been kept up during the 
past year. Two or three ball games have been played each week dur- 
ing the season. Dances have been given every Thursday night during 
the year and band concerts everj' Tuesday evening during the warm 
weather. 

Our annual picnic was given at the Casino during the latter part of 
August and about 750 patients enjoyed the day. We are especially in- 
debted to the management of the Casino for the full use of their park 
and theatre for that day. 

No changes have been made in our medical staff this past year,. 
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which consists of Dr. Nelson H. Young, Dr. Frank D. Ferneau, Dr. 
Frank J. Latshaw, Dr. Chester C. Kirk. Dr. Elmer C. Unckrich and 
Dr. Rose E. Timms. I wish to thank the medical staff for the pains- 
taking and conscientious manner in which they have kept the records 
and clinical reports of every patient admitted during the past year. 
Clinics have also been held every week, each member of the stafT tak- 
ing his turn. The work has been very interesting as well as profitable. 
All interesting cases are examined and fully discussed by the entire 
medical staff and in this way a very deep interest in the care and treat- 
ment of patients is kept up. 

I also wish to thank our Financial Officer, Mr. W. D. Wilcox, for 
the careful and efficient manner in which he has conducted the affairs of 
his department. In all cases where it is possible, he has submitted esti- 
mates for bids for all articles purchased during the past year. 

I also wish to thank Mr. Chas. W. Druitt, our Storekeeper, for his 
careful and efficient work in his department. There is no Officer in the 
institution more important than the Storekeeper, because all articles 
purchased for the institution pass through his hands. 

Rev. A. J. Jennings holds religious services every first and third 
Sunday of the month, and Rev. i\'. B. C. Love every second Sunday. 
Father Chas. Herr conducts Catholic services the fourth Sunday of 
-each month. 

We are indebted to Rev. X. B. C. Love for our Memorial day ad- 
■dress : also wish to thank the Toledo Mannerchor for the excellent con- 
cert they gave us last spring. We are under obligations to Prof. Van 
Doran, of Toledo, for helping us out with our evening concerts during 
the summer season. 

In conclusion, gentlemen of the Board of Trustees, I wish especial- 
ly to thank yoii for the close attention you have given the affairs of the 
institution and for your wise counsel and faithful support and personal 
"kindness you have extended to me on all occasions.
